Trend of Ross’ Statements. 

Ross undertook to show, in his 
testimony, that he had deposited 
his personal funds in the Night and 
Day Bank’s accoune with the Lib- 
erty Central Trust Co., to an extent 
which would in large part balance 
his withdrawal of $28,250. The 
latter amount, as the State has 
shown, Ross checked out of the 
bank’s funds in his custody, and 
used it to buy 510 shares of the 
West Side State Bank in Kansas 
City. 

Ross testified that, on the same 
day when the $28,500 check was 
drawn, Nov. 28, 1922, he deposited 
$11,700 of his personal funds ft» 
the Nigkt and Day Bank's credit 
with the Liberty Central. Of chis, 
he gaid, $7000 rermed one part, 
and the other £4700 he h-d raised 
uy negotiating a loan, in Kansas 
City on some 10-year notes of 
Swift & Co., belonging to hlin.
